NOTICE  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

BRANDING  PRODUCTS  IN  ANIMAL  CASINGS. 

Since  it  has  been  found  to  be  impracticable  to  apply  permanent  marks  to 
products  stuffed  in  casings  smaller  than  the  "  ring "  variety  in  eases  where 
such  products  are  placed  in  small  cartons,  no  marks  will  be  required  on 
products  of  the  sizes  above  referred  to  leaving  establishments  in  cartons  hav- 
ing a  maximum  capacity  of  10  pounds,  provided  the  cartons  contain  a  single 
kind  of  product  and  are  labeled  in  conformity  with  the  regulations. 

The  foregoing  ruling  includes  small  sausage  prepared  from  meat  passed  for 
sterilization  and  products  other  than  sausage  stuffed  in  small  animal  casings.

For  Cattle  and  Sheep  for  Scabies. 

"  Cooper's  lime-and-sulphur  clip,"  a  lime-sulphur  solution,  is  permitted  by 
the  department  in  the  official  dipping  of  cattle  and  sheep  for  scabies.  Dilu- 
tions :  For  cattle,  1  gallon  of  the  dip  to  not  more  than  15  gallons  of  water ; 
for  sheep,  1  gallon  of  the  dip  to  not  more  than  20^  gallons  of  water. 

"  Lariat  cattle  dip,"  a  lime-sulphur  dip,  is  permitted  by  the  department  in 
the  official  dipping  of  cattle  and  sheep  for  scabies.  Dilutions:  For  cattle,  1 
gallon  of  the  dip  to  not  more  than  15  gallons  of  water ;  for  sheep,  1  gallon  of 
the  dip  to  not  more  than  20£  gallons  of  water. 

For  Cattle  for  Ticks. 

"  Tik-dip,"  an  arsenical  dip,  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the  official 
dipping  of  cattle  for  ticks.  Dilution  for  the  official  clipping  of  cattle  for  inter- 
state movement,  1  gallon  of  the  dip  to  not  more  than  151  gallons  of  water. 
This  dilution  will  yield  a  solution  containing  not  less  than  0.22  per  cent  actual 
arsenious  oxid.
